y e a r s ago th a t the promiscuous use 
of the peyote drug was causing crime 
and Insanity among the Indians. 
Mescal, one of tile most powerful 
intoxicating 
liquors 
known, 
is 
ob­ 
tained from tile mescal maguey plant, 
which is indigenous to nearly all of 
northern and central Mexico and the 
lower 
border 
region 
of 
Texas. 
It 
grows wild and is very abundant. 


Plants Are Related. 
Tile peyote bean, or button, is not 
produced by 
the 
same 
plant 
frtftu 
which mescal is made, but is closely 
related to it. 
T he effect of tile bean, 
however, is entirety 
different 
from 
th a t produced by the liquor made from 
th e maguey. 
While the latter causes 
the person partaking of it to become 
insanely violent, the former produces 


s i benign and delightful effect. 
T he use of tim p* vote bean Is gen­ 
erally 
coupled 
with 
religious 
cere­ 
monies. 
It 
causes 
one 
to act

th o u g h fie wore under the influence 
of some powerful hypnotist

Washington.—A new high record for 
lout ling freight cars, with its accom­ 
panying indication of business condi­ 
tions, was made by American railroads 
during the week ended October 18. 
During that week 1,102,330 cars were 
loaded with revenue freight, exceed­ 
ing by more ;hun 8,000 cars the previ­ 
ous high record of 1923. 
On one day 
alone, October 15, the railroads moved 
1,030,211 cars, both loaded and empty, 
which lf made up into one solid train 
Wvuld have reached from New York to 
San Francisco and return and then 
back to Omaha. 
In a report issued recently, the 
American Hallway association declares 
that while Hie weekly records of Amer­ 
ican railroading were being surpassed, 
the movement of freight was carried 
on without congestion or car shortage, 
and that th«q*e are 100,000 serviceable 
freight cars and 5,400 locomotives in 
surplus reserve.

implements larger than a man's hand 
which were probably used for skin 
nlng and cutting up large animals, 
and enormous spears of the paleolithic 
age. 
According to Major Wade, the 
persons who used them had attained 
a much higher degree of civilization 
than those of the neolithic 
period 
who followed them. 
Major Wade placed the age of his 
discoveries at KXI,OOO years, basing 
his estimate on the depth at which 
they were found under the gravel of 
the old bed of the Wey river.

j 1422, Udder Diseases of Dairy Cows. 
•T his publication contains careful de­ 
scriptions of the most prevalent dis 
eases of this nature and simple meth­ 
ods of prevention and treatment. 
I? 
is the first bulletin of the kind ever 
issued by the department. 
The bulletin, which begins with the 
statem ent that “A dairy cow is no bet­ 
ter than lier udder,’’ contains chapters 
on more than 20 common diseases and 
'conditions which have been responsi­ 
ble for great economic losses to the 
I Industry. 
In addition there is some 
' general information on the care and 
| management of dairy cows with a 
' view to the prevention of many trou­ 
bles caused by carelessness.

also a discussion of some of the vices 
developed by cows and calves and 
I‘methods for preventing them,

Animal, Vegetable and 
Mineral Feed for Hens 
I 
For high egg production a ben in 
1 her feed requires animal, vegetable 
i and mineral elements. 
Of these, uni- 
i mal elements are the ones most often 
1 lacking in the diet and there is no 
j doubt that the egg yield in most docks 
of the country could he Increased if 
greater attention were given to this 
part of the ration. 
Animal protein is obtained from fish 
scraps, fish meal, infertile eggs (from 
incubation), table scraps, fresh meat 
scraps, milk, albumen, whey, butter­ 
milk, cottage cheese, blood meal, hone 
meal, green cut bone, beef st raps, meat 
meal and skim milk. Any of these are 
satisfactory, if they can be had at a 
reasonable price. 
Table scraps are all 
right for small flocks, if fed when 
fresh. 
During five seasons from November 
to February inclusive, an average of 
25 birds for each pen was fed practi­ 
cally the same quantities of gruiu, 
meal, grit und shells, but one lot re­ 
ceived skim milk and tile other beef 
scraps, the object being to compare, 
for winter production, the most com­ 
mon sources of animal protein. 
The 
birds given skim milk not only laid a 
greater number of eggs, but gained 
more weight than those which received 
beef scraps. 
According to the experi­ 
ment, 
beef scraps cost 
about 
nine 
times us much as skim milk, weight 
for weight, for egg production. 


Flint and Dent Coms 
Have About Same Value 
Flint corn seems to have about the 
Fame feeding value for hogging down 
purposes as the dent corns, according 
j to the results of a test conducted ut 
| the South Dakota experiment station. 
I Hogs were pastured on plots of .Minne­ 
sota No. 18, Wisconsin White Dent 
and flint corn. Only very slight differ­ 
ences in the rate of gain on the vari­ 
ous varieties were noted. 
In this case the dent varieties had 
an advantage because they produced 
large yields and would carry more 
hogs to the acre.
